One of the eight or nine dissenting voices in the 
ecent referendum on the Question of instructing 
Hildren about human life and its reproduction was 
he following argument submitted by a father:

"As for myself. 1 can honestly say that my 


father took each boy (there were four of us) 
and mother each Rlrl (there were four Kirls) 
into confidence at'the age of 9 or 10, telling us 
of the serious side of life, pointing to the repro- 
duction of species in animals, explaining to us 
what each organ of the body was for, and that 
misuse of any of these organs meant ruination 
of health. They compared the organs of repro- 
duction to the eye or ear and explained the 
harm done by wrong use or abuse. They told 
us that if anything was said by older folks or 
by our companions on this point, to come to 
them, as they had our interest more at heart 
than anybody else and they wanted us to under- 
stand.

mother is) in the same way. So she is fully pre- 
pared and will not be alarmed or disturbed by 
natural developments.

THE ICEBERG PROBLEM. 
: 


Washington, D. C. — The season of

lavigator • is just beginning, the ice 
eason being from about March 15 to 
uly 15. It is at this time of the year 
hat the steamship tracks between 
Europe and Xorth America are men- 
ced by polar ice. Shipping at vari- 
>us points south of Newfoundland are 
normally threatened by miles of ice 
ields and hundreds of icebergs. Also 
t the same period that these waters 
are infested by bergs they are en- 
ihrouded in fog from twenty-five to 
icventy-five per cent of the time. 


This ice problem at the present 


ime is combated by prescribed tracks 
vhich lie south of the normal ice 
zone and by the establishment of a 
patrol of the ice regions during the 
ce season in order to disseminate in- 
ormatoin to all approaching ships. 
Until the time of the sinking of the 
Titanic there was no such thing as 
he ice patrol. Immediately after his 
lisaster, however the United States 
lydrographic Office recommended to 
he Navy Department that one or 
more vessels be detailed to establish 
an ice patrol in the vicinity c'of the 
steamer lanes. These were to keep in 
ouch with ice and iss>uo warning to 
essels. The suggestion was approved 


and during tho 1912 season the U. S. 
S. Birmingham and the U. S. S. Ches- 
.er alternated on this patrol duty. In 
1913 it was not possible for the Navy 
to detail ships so the United States 
loast Guard took over this duty. 
The loss of the Titanic set the en- 


;iro world aghast, and as a result of 
this agitation an International Con- 
ference for the Safety of Life at Sea 
convened at London in the fall of 1913 
On. January 20, 1914, fourteen nations 
signed a pact agreeing, among other 
things, to establish and maintain a 
continuous patrol of the area of the 
North Atlantic which was most en- 
dangered by ice during the ice season. 
This country, was asked to manage 
;his service, and each of the other na- 
tions agreed to bear its share of the 
cost of maintaining this patrol. The 
amount to be paid by each power was 
o be determined by its shipping ton- 
nage. Tiie Coast Guard was charged 
with the duty of conducting the ice 
patrol and since 1913, with the ex- 
ception of the years 1S17 and 1918, it 
has been / collecting data concerning 
the movements of ice and currents in 
the vicinity of the Grand Banks. 


BERGS CHARTED 


A chart recently Issued by the 


Hydrographic Office of the Navy De- 
partment, contains on the back much 
information regarding 
this 
Iceberg 


problem and how it is being met ty 
the Ice Patrol. It contains practical 
information for the use oZ the navi- 
gator. Interspersed with the text are 
diagrams showing the source of ice- 
bergs and their drift into the North 
Atlantic, the general scheme of cir- 
culation to the water 
around 
the 


Crand Banks, the position that bergs 
have been sighted between 1900 and 
1926, 
and so forth. 


Navigators are warned 
against 


making passage on the northern 
routes during the field ice season, at- 
tention being called to the fact that 
the fields may be shifted rapidly by 
the winds and currents. What may 
have been a clear course when a ves- 
sel sailed from port may have become 
obstructed by heavy fields before she 
reaches the Grand Eanks. 


Sea ice, which is the name given 


to ice formed on salt water, is believ- 
ed to play a very Important and here- 
tofore unsuspected role in furthering 
the transportation of icebergs to the 
southward of Newfoundland. It has 
even been suggested that the iceberg 
menace to steamships in the North 
Atlantic might be greatly diminished 
if sea ice did not obstruct the Labra- 
dor and Newfoundland 
coast lines 


from February to April every year. 


Practically all of the iceberg which 


menace the steamship lane routes of 
the North Atlantic come from the 
glaciers fronting along the western 
coast of Greenland from the Disko 
Bay northward. The rates of drift of 
icebergs vary and early in the season_ 
they aro not so high as later. Dur- 
ing March' the average rate of drift 
of the bergs Is seven miles per day. 
Early in April the Labrador Current 
appears to, increase in rate of flow, 
and there ife record of a berg traveling 
along the east side of the 
Grand 


Banks just north of the Tail at tfee 
rate of thirty-six miles per day. The 
average rate around the Tall in the 
mixed waters is from ten to seven- 
teen miles a day, while on the north 
ern edge of the Gulf Stream south 
of the Bank it is about nineteen to 
thirty-four miles per day. 


FORECASTING ICR SEASONS 
The Ice Patrol has now instituted 


a. means of determining the circula- 
tion in the area at the Gateway to 
the Atlantic by issuing, current map 
which are compiled on board 
the 


patrol Ship. It hopes to keep an up-to- 
date current map on file at all times, 
so that information may be at hand 
regarding the movements of the mosl 
dangerous bergs, that is, those that 
may at any time drift south of the 
Grand Banks. It is believed that alter- 
ations in the direction and velocity of 


lie currents in that locality take 
lace at a rate that will permit a map 
ased on data collected every three 
veeks to be reliable for prediction 
jurposes. 


The Ice Patrol is making a study 
f the problem of predicting whether 
here will be many icebergs in a giv- 
n season, or few by means of the 
veather. It has found, that the mete- 
irological conditions over the north- 
vestern North Atlantic during the 
our months prior to the ice season 
••an be used as an. index of the num- 
ber of bergs to be expected later on 
n the Atlantic. Generally 
speaking, 


vhcn there is greater deficit of at- 
jnospheric pressure in the Icelandic 
region than is normal for the colder 
months, a heavy ice "year may be ex- 
pected off Newfoundland. AVhen for 
his same part of a year, however, 
here exists an excess 
of pressure 


above normal, a light ice season 
'ollow. 


The two types of piess>ure distri 


bution, and the consequent wind sys- 
.em thus established, exert their in 
fluence nofdirectly upon the bergs 
hemselves but through the tremen- 
dous driving effect of the winds upon 
he ice fields. Records show that in 
a year in which there is a. relatively 


reat quantity of field ice there is al- 


so a correspondingly large number ol 
icebergs. A system of iceberg fore- 
casting for the North Atlantic is now 
joing tested. 


Since 3891 the principal trans-At- 


antic steamship companies have mut 
tally agreed upon what are known as 
the North Atlantic Lane Routes. Dur- 
r.g the ice season 
the tiacks are 


shifted south according to prearrang- 
ed schedule and later moved as far 
north as is safe. Ships which trade 
into the North America ports, lio 
ever, are unable to escape the ice re- 
gions, and the navigators are there 
fore especially warned against th 
routes they must take. As a fur 
tl.er precaution, the Ice Patrol scouts 
atid collects information /concerning 
the location off icebergs and broad 
casts it for the purpose of warning 
all approaching ships.

big, 33 this because the largest among 
them fire only Hi to 2 inches long, 
but this is tho way one. would look to 
you if you were a tiny ant or gnat. It 
is called by*scientists stcnopogan in- 
quinatus and there are almost one 
thousand species in this country. 


This picture docs not exaggerate 


tho murderous aspect of this insect, 
for it is large, hairy, swift and fero- 
cious. They do not hesitate to attack 
large and strong insects, those sup- 
posed to bo able to defend themselves, 
as the bumblebee, the dragonfly and 
the active tiger beetle. 


They hold their victims with their 


long spiny feet, and with their sharp 
piercing beak suck them dry. They 
arc great buzzers and from their us- 
ual resting place on the ground will 
quickly dart, buzzing, upward if dis- 
turbed, or if they espy a prospective 
mcnl in the air. 


The larvao of these flcs arc found in 


decaying xvood or in soil composed of 
decaying vegetable matter. They also 
aro predatory, feeding on grubs and 
other woouborlng Insects.

quests to say something anent put- 
ting the tackle in shape, icplenishins 
missing parts, and to recommend the 
most likely new lures, etc. that are to 
bid for the sportsmen's favor 
the 


coming season. Xew tackle is con- 
stantly coming on. 
Some appeal s 


meritorious, and some appears to have 
been made chierty to sell. There are 
the once-over lures that take but one 
ride in the tackle box. It takes long 
experience and Ions association with 
real ^tackle to be able to select new 
stuff as it conies on. 


I consider tackle of first importance 


for it is essential th.tt one Ue equipped 
with the proper tackle—rod, reel and 
line—in oidet to properly present the 
lure, or whatever make it may be, to 
the waiting denizens of the deep. To 
begin, the better the rod. the greater 
will be your success. Some will say 
that the old-timers were wont to cut 
an alder on the bank and catch plen- 
ty of trout. Quite tiue. but that was 
possible in the old days vuth 
their 


profusion of fish and minimum of dis- 
turbance. It is different nou. It takes 
an angler who knows the game, and 
v\ ho is first pi operly equipped, to meet 
with even medicoic success m these 


days of plenty of fishermen and few- 
er fish. 


It won't be Ions now when the 


pussy willows buist into bloom, and 
the frog's sxvect music greet the ang- 
ler's cars. Therefore it ls> well to dig 
up the old tackle box right now. give 
it the once-over, rewind and varnish 
the rods, if you aie using the wood 
makes-, test >our lines and leadeis and, 
in fact, inuke ready as though you 
were to stait for the stream or lake 
tomori o\v. 


There have appeared some excellent 


new lures for the coining season of 
which I shall have more to say in the 
near futuie. In this article I want to 
dwell paitjculiily upon my experience 
with a certain lod which I used for 
the fust tune last season. 


it was a revelation to me. Theie aie 


many of lods on the market and they 
vary greatly as to efficiency. They 
all look tnticing in the sporting goods 
shop w m<Jow. but in the case of many 
of them, once they arc given a real 
try-out, the disappointment is great.

K. L. Hatch, pro- 
fessor of Agricultural Education, at 
the.

Lakes Creameries Association.

a half a year." Professor Hatch said. 
"This increase in population aJone re- 
quires the milk of 300,000 additional 
dairy co\\s.

DEMAND FOR SOFTWOOD 


BEGINNING TO INCREASE 


In its review of the lumber market, 


the American Lumberman, Chicago, 
says: 


Trade in softwoods is getting under 


way, though in important consuming 
sections bad weather is still a handicap 
to building, a heavy snowstorm having 
blanketed a good part of the eastern 
seaboard last week. But in sections 
where outdoor work is possible, retail 
yards are moving more lumber to jobs. 
There is not yet any possible need for 
replenishment of yard stocks, but the 
dealers are keeping even by ordering 
mixed cars for rush shipment. Some 
of them are now more disposed to pro- 
vide for later needs, but the greater 
number of them, confident that mills 
can ship quickly, refrain from specu- 
lative buying against a possible ad- 
vance of a dollar or two in wholesale 
prices. Lumbermen In general believe 
there will be an active spring move- 
ment of softwood, but all along the 
line from mill to retailer they are pro- 
ceeding cautiously. All wish to keep 
their stocks low, and therefore cases

lots at price conces- 


sions. But undoubtedly there is less 
of this than there was a week or so 
ago. Even mills that are keen for busi- 
ness are firmer in their Quotations, for 
they expect a strong market in a few 
weeks. In fact, .the "West Coast mills 
usually demand fifty cents to a dollar 
more for dimension and timbers than 
was the ruling price recently.

present . The very experiences* which 
attracted young men thrity years ago. 
now are looked upon 
as handicaps. 


Bath rooms, parlor cars ana theatres, 
vhich then were looked upon.as lux- 
iries. are now ^considered necessities! 
3ence camp life is no longer attrac- 
ive. Moreover, very few educated girls 
are today willing to go into the wilder- 
ness as wives as did Mrs. John Hays 
Hammond and others. Hence the pro- 
'ession is now classed with the mer- 
chant marines as suitable 
only for 


;hose who do not care for a home. 
This very fact, however, makes more- 
opportunities for those who are willing 
:o leave home and go to a mining1 town 
n the mountains: There is not much 
competition among mining engineers. 
Any graduate of good character can 
easilyxget a position in mining engi- 
neering. 
MONEY MAKING OPPORTUNITIES 


There is not much opportunity in 


mining for the young men who desire 
to be in business for themselves. Min- 
ng is an industry which must, to be 
successful, be carried on in laige units 
by large corporations. This means that 
mining, however much as it is malign- 
ed;-is a legitimate field for the investor. 
The truth is that mining would prac- 
tically be impossible today were it not 
tor those willing to invest in mining 
companies. The fact that mining must 
be done by large corporations results 
in making it necessary that young 
men who engage in mining shall also 
work for some corporation. Of course 
there are opportunities for advance- 
ment. The general managers and pres- 
idents are continually being promoted 
from the ranks, while syndicates and 
underwriting offer 
opportunities for 


money making. 
Almost without ex- 


ception the stockholders of the large 
mining companies are very consider- 
ate of their engineers and allow them 
to come in on all good things. 


The unpopularity of mining engi- 


neering among young men today, 
makes the profession rather attractive 
to me. The greatest opportunities ex- 
ist both for employment and invest- 
ment among those industries and lo- 
calities .which at the moment are un- 
popular. As a boy I learned that when 
a blue berry pasture becomes popular 
it is a poor place to get blue berries 
and that the most blue berries are al- 
ways in the swamps and briers where 
city pickers don't like to go! Tilings 
that come easily usually don't amount 
to much. Both jobs and investments, 
which carry no risk, very seldom yield 
any profit above a living wage or sim- 
ple rate of interest. As great prizes and 
opportunities for both servic2 and pro- 
fit exist today as ever: but they are 
for those who are willing to combine 
knowledge, service, and courage. The 
time to buy stocks is during panics 
w'len no one w.-vns them; the place *o 
bry real estate is -n here mortgages are 
beinsj foreclosed:

mines. The most speculation has been 
in the stocks of copper mines. The 
copper companies may be classified as 
lollows: (1) the Lake Coppers which 
mine the raw ore and which once were 
very prosperous. Of this group Calu- 
met and Hecla was the leader and 
probably still is. 


(;:) The, low grade coppers which use 


steam shovels and expen&ive refineries 
of which Kennecott is a very good ex- 
ample . (3) Companies which combine 
all classes of mining and even manu- 
facture the copper into wire, shingles, 
and hardware such as Anriaconda. 


At the present time the price of cop- 


per metal is low due to two causes- 
Copper is not indestructible and is one 
of the few-metals used in industry that 
docs not rust, corrode or wear out, 
rapidly, in other ways. From an indus- 
trial angle this fact is a great asset 
for copper: but from a sales angle it 
is a real handicap. The second-hand 
copper market is always holding back 
the price of-the metal. The other rea- 
son for the low price is the great low- 
grade mines which are being developed 
in Africa. The Kantaga Mines in 
southeastern Africa are the largest at 
present. Owing to the tremendous sup- 
plies and the cheapness of labor, these 
mines are holding down the price of 
copper all over the world. How Ion? 
this will'be a serious factor, no one 
can tell: but at present there is little 
immediate hope for very much higher 
prices. Yet these very facts may make 
the better copper stocks' a good pur- 
chase later. 


OIL C05IPANIES 


It would be unjust to the 'bils' to 


discuss mining companies without a 
word about the oils. Surely they rep- 
resent a very 
important 
industry 


which j4s attracting a fine group of 
men. Oil companies which only pro- 
duce oil, should be avoided; 
those 


which'.both produce and 
refine are 


fairly good: while the best either to 
work for or to invest in,, are those 
which produce, refine and 
distribute. 


The Standard 
Oil of New Jersey is 


perhaps the most conservative of the 
oil companies although there are sev- 
eral good* ones today. Oil will always 
be used; but it may not always 
oe 


"mined" or pumped from the ground. 
Some day oil will be manufactured 
from shale, coal or perhaps from a 
vegetable product. "Whatever way oil is 
produced, it must always be distrib- 
uted. Hence the companies which have 
the markets are the ones to select 
either for employment or investment. 
These are real companies, the income 
from which may be considered as real 
dividends; but t«ie income from merely 
producing companies should be used to 
amortize the investment. There never 
yet has been found-an oil well that will 
not run dry. 


No marked change has taken place 


the past month in general business. 
There lias been some increase in un- 
employment in 'certain sections. The 
automobile and the building industry 
arc not up to what they were a year 
aso. On the other hand, considering 
all lines and all sections of the coun- 
try the -Babsonchart still registers S 
per cent above normal. The most sig- 
nificant decline noticeable is in con- 
nection with united steel orders. This 
is due primarily to the 
slackening 


tendency in automobile production and 
new building. Declining demand for 
steel will cause a decrease in iron min- 
ing and coal mining activity. The lat- 
ter, however, is better than it was a 
year ago. 
Coal mining has benefited 


during 1926 from the British strike, 
and from improved labor conditions in 
this country. The present fear of an- 
other coal strike to begin in April of 
this year, is helping now to market 
coal. If such a strike comeg, however, 
it will effect principally the states of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana andi Illin- 
ois, which today mine approximately 
33 per cent of the coal compared with 
75 per cent five years ago.
